In most of these cases, 
the’ thyroid gland is somewhat 
enlarged and soft and the gorged 
blood vessels can be felt pulsat- 
ing all over the tumor.

The pulse becomes rapid and 
continues so whether exercising 
or resting. Heart remédies have 
very little, if any, effect. Deter- 
mination of the basal metabol- 
ism gives us quite accurate in- 
formation of the real condition. 

The treatment is first and 
foremost physical and mental 
rest, which, if possible, should 
be obtained away from home. 
This, with a liberal diet, often 
results in a cure A large amount 
of food must be taken in the ef- 
fort to keep up the weight. 

X-ray treatments benefit a 
great many. In some cases, Op- 
eration for a partial removal of 
the gland may be necessary, but 
that. too, must be combined with 
complete rest. Even with the 
best treatment, recurrences some- 
times happen.

RE THERE stil} Indians of 
the ancient Mayan lineage? 
There are, according to the 
United Indians in the Americas, 
an organization of men and wo- 
men of North or South Ameri- 
can Indian ancestry. This came 
about recently when they charg- 
ed N. Y. State Supreme Court 
Justice Jeremiah T. Mahoney 
with saying that Indians were 
“thieves and murderers” in re- 
buking Tammany for choosng an 
Indian as their patron saint. 


The president of the Indian 
society is Dr. Harold Davis 
Emerson, of Brooklyn, who 
brought the complaint against 
Justice Mahoney. Around him 
lies one of the strangest tales I 
have heard in a long time. 


About 1874 in Worcester there 
lived a certain Eliza Frances 
Beebee, who claimed to be the 
last living descendant of the 
Mayan royal family. The Bee- 
bee family name had an ancient 
traditional origin. Perhaps 4,500 
years ago an intelligent ape was 
stung by a bee. With the shock 
of the sting the ape began to 
think, and shortly afterward de- 
veloped into man. (That makes 
Darwin pretty late with his the- 
ory.) The Indian name _ for 
“bee’—anglicized in Mrs. Bee- 
bee’s case—then, was naturally 
an early human name, and the 
idea is that it was passed down 
eventually to Mrs. Beebee (she 
retained her maiden name). 

It was in 1874 that Dr. Augus- 
tus Le Plongeon, an explorer, 
brought from the jungles of 
Yucatan to Worcester—and pre- 
sented to Mrs. Beebee —the 
mummified heart of Prince Cho, 
of the great Mayan dynasty. It 
had been foretold that the deliv- 
ery of Prince Cho’s heart would 
foretell the birth of the Mayan 
Messiah, who would restore the 
glories of a great nation and in- 
form the world of its wonderful 
civilization. Sure enough, on 
the day Mrs. Beebee received the 
heart, her grandson was born. 

That grandson was, and is, Dr. 
Emerson.

F YOU didn’t have a new per- 

manent in time for the Easter 
festivities, then you should try 
to have one sometime during the 
next two weeks. Summer sports 
are getting well underway and 
you know what a bother it is to 
have wisps of straight, unruly 
hair blowing into your eyes, or 
making you self-conscious when 
you want to look well-groomed 
or pretty. 

Spend a few days beforehand. 
brushing your hair until your 
arms ache and have a thorough- 
ly hot oil shampoo. This might 
be followed with two or three 
treatments with a good hair tonic 
that is blended especially to cor- 
rect too dry, too oily hair or a 
scalp troubled with dandruff. 
Such treatment will awaken your 
scalp to new life, and your new 
wave will “take” so much better. 

Decide how you will wear your 
hair this summer before you have 
your wave. Smart young society 
and business 
women in 
New York are 
going in for 
simplified 
coiffures. 
They like 
their hair 
smooth and 
off the fcre- 
head, often 
tucked be- 
hind the ears 
with the ends 
in waves or 
ringlets. 
While, in 
general, the 
hair is off the neck in the back, 
the hair itself is not cut too 
short. 

Have your hair shaped to give 
the “short” effect, but have it 
long enough at your neckline in 
the back to be turned up into 
soft curls or puffs across the 
back of your head. All of the 
back hair should be cut from 
three to four inches long so that 
it can be swirled, or waved and 
turned into ringlets to suit your 
fancy. 

For the beach, of course, you 
will let your newly waved hair 
set itself into a mass of fluffy 
ringlets, while you hold it back 
with a ribbon or comb that ex- 
tends across the head coronet- 
fashion. Incidentally, while you 
are at the beach take along a 
little jar of pomade or a small 
bottle of olive oil and apply it to 
the ends of the hair frequently 
to prevent their becoming dried 
out and split. 

Care for your hair just as 
conscientiously after you have 
had your new wave. Brush it 
daily. Massage the scalp to 
stimulate the oil glands fo nor- 
mal action and use hot oi: sham- 
poos and frequent applications 
of pomade to replace some of the 
oil that was dried out of your 
hair by the waving process. In 
a surprisingly short while, the 
new permanent will settle down 
and look soft, natural and man- 
ageable.

Tasty and Nourishing Dishes for Today 


Sauce Is the Added Touch 
That Makes Meal Success 


By JUDITH WILSON 


PERFECT sauce is some- 

thing that any cook might 
well be proud of. Not only does 
a good sauce. add an epicure's 
touch to meat, fish and vegeta- 
bles, but it converts the discour- 
aging remnants of yesterday's 
roast into a palate-tempting 
feast that is economical as well 
as attractive and tasty. 

Nearly all sauces are derived 
from the three basic types— 
cream sauce, brown sauce enil 
butter sauce. The white satces 
use milk, cream or white stock. 
and the brown sauces use the 
meat drippings or dark meat 
stocks. The latter type sauce is 
the basis for nearly all of the 
highly seasoned sauces that are 
so good with meat and some va- 
rieties of fish. 


- Sauce Paysanne 

This is a rich sauce to be 
served with a large juicy steak 
Melt an eighth of a pound of 
butter in a small covered pan 
and in it cook two tomatoes 
peeled and chopped. Melt two 
tablespoons butter in a larger 
pan and when hot put in a finely 
chopped shallot and when golden 
brown add one-half pound chop- 
ped mushrooms and a few whole 
mushrooms for a garnish. Stir 
until the mushrooms are partly 
browned, then reduce the heat 
and add a wine glass of Burgun- 
dy wine a little at a time. Add 
the tomato mixture and keep the 
sauce hot until you are ready to 
serve the steak. Add salt, pepper 
and a little finely chopped garlic 
to a tablespoon of hot olive oil 
then add to the sauce. Put the 
cooked steak on a hot platter, 
garnish with the whole mush- 
rooms and drench with the 
sauce. 
Horseradish Sauce 


Whip one-half cup cream or 
evaporated milk and add one- 
half tablespoon lemon juice grad- 
ually, then add one teaspoon su- 
gar, one-half teaspoon salt and 
two tablespoons grated horse- 
radish. Serve immediately. This 
is good with boiled or cold 
meats. 

Quick Barbecue Sauce 

This is extra good with left- 
over roast lamb or beef. Melt 
cne tablespoon butter and blead 
in two teaspoons flour. Mix and 
add one-fourth cup tomato cat- 
sup, one teaspoon prepared mus- 
tard, one tablespoon tart vine- 
gar, two tablespoons brown su- 
gar and one-half cup water. A 
few drops tobasco sauce may be 
added if you like the sauce hot 
Cook until it bubbles, then acd 
the sliced or cubed meat and 
heat tivoroughly. ‘ 

Hollandaise Sauce 

This is a tavorite sauce for 
choice vegetables like asparagus 
tips or broccoli. Use a bow] with 
rounded sides that you can set 
ever warm water, and use a good 
egg beater. In a small saucepan. 
bring two tablespoons water and 
one tablespoon lemon juice to a 
boil and reduce to half. Cool 
Slightly and put into the bowl. 
Mleit a quarter of a pound of 
butter and drain carefully so 
that the fat is left free from all 
milk and curds. Whip two egg 
yolks until thick and then whip 
in the cooled lemon water anc 
very gradually start whipping in 
the meited butter. much as you 
would make mayonnaise. Sea- 
son well with salt and pepper 
and add a few grains cayenne.
